As a precaution against smoke entering your building, 
pour a pail of water down each drain which is not used 
regularly. This will fill the plumbing trap, if present, and 
block the smoke. 

The testing is being performed by Donobue; &: 
Associates, Inc. for the village of Antioch as part of a 
federally-funded sewer system evaluation survey. 

The testing will begin on Monday, May 8, and will be 
completed on or before May 11.
